REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


WELVE hundred and thirty-eight dollars have been un- 
equally divided among the eight districts of this town, 
for the support of our common schools. 


District No. 1.—Two hundred five dollars and seventeen 
cents have furnished twenty-five wecks’ tuition, of which 
twenty-seven pupils have availed themselves. Miss Dow 
entered this school with a clear conception of duty, and abil- 
ity and experience to perform it. The attendance was good 
and the progress commendable. The closing examination 
was satisfactory, and the school seemed to appreciate the 
labors of the teacher. 


No. 2.—Three hundred and twenty-two dollars sixty-two 
cents furnished twenty-nine weeks’ instruction to sixty-three 
“pupils. In so large an ungraded school the classes were 
unavoidably numerous. Miss Wadleigh came very highly 
recommended. The magnitude of her work was pointed 
out, and she commenced it with an unusually kind and gentle 
spirit, backed by inflexible resolve. The pupils began at 
once to love her, and continued to obey through respect and 
affection. Over the tiny ones she exercised the gentle care 
of an affectionate elder sister. Of the older ones she was 


rather inclined to require too little than too much. Her 


work was very exhausting, too much so to be long continued 
without danger to her health. The last examination was de-. 
lightful, as a large crowd of visitors will testify. A private 
school will be taught in February by the same teacher.

No. 3.——One hundred and thirty-three dollars, ninety-two 
cents; twenty pupils; twenty-one weeks’ tuition. Miss Cass_ 
came from a neighboring State, specially fitted to teach draw- 
ing and painting. She was very lady-like and exemplary in 
manner, setting her pupils in this regard a fine example. 
Under her care more progress was made than the previous 
year. She gave to the work a breadth of knowledge not 
usually available in our district schools. If she had also 
gained the love of her pupils to a greater degree, she gprs 
have moulded them more easily. 


No. 4.—Two hundred thirty-eight dollars, seventeen cents, 
together with a considerable amount from other sources, have 
given twenty-two pupils thirty-three weeks’ tuition. Miss 
Moulton succeeded an able and experienced teacher, and felt 
that much would be required of her. In striving to meet 
this expectation she aimed to impart exact and thorough 
knowledge, and inculcate sound principles. Knowing the 
nature of children, she encouraged the desponding, aroused 
. the dull, and led all forward in wisdom’s ways. As this re- 
port goes to press, she is in the midst of a term that prom- 
ises to be highly successful. We wish all teachers had this 
one’s ability of holding the attention of their puptr to any 
given subject until it was conipren a 


No. 5.—Ninety dollars, forty-two cents gave to fifteen pu- 
pils sixteen weeks’ tuition. Miss Nichols had less to stimu- 
late her than some others, for her pupils were few and her 
classes very small. Yet she worked on cheerfully, even 
though at one time most of her scholars suffered severely 
from whooping cough. Her mind, naturally active, was de- 
voted to the work. Good order prevailed, and considerable 
advance was made. 


No. 6.—One hundred fifteen dollars ninety-two cents af- 
forded twenty-three pupils nineteen weeks’ tuition. This 
was Miss Spofford’s first school. Her youth and inexperi- 
ence indicated unfitness for the work. But her knowledge, 
mental vigor and self-reliance induced the Committee to give 
her a fair chance. The first ten minutes in her school con- 
vinced us that she was mistress of the situation; and suc- —

ceeding visits and the examination left no doubt of her fit- 
ness for teaching. She impressed her pupils with the idea 
of her power, and her clearness of thought acted favorably 
on their less disciplined minds. She is now teaching a pri- 
vate school in the same district. 


No. 7.—Ninety-five dollars ninety-two cents have provided 
forty-four pupils with eighteen weeks’ tuition. Miss Webster 
was called to this school a second year, and her past repu- 
tation was fairly sustained, perhaps increased. Sober and 
reliable, she led her pupils steadily forward, while she won 
and retained their affection and respect. A Miss Eaton is 
now teaching a private school of forty scholars in this district. 
Your committee is gratified to see these two districts provid- 
ing a winter school for their children. Some study and some 
play in the winter is better than all play and no study. 


No. 8.—Thirty-five dollars ninety-two cents gave these 
nine pupils eleven weeks’ tuition. Miss Collins took with 
her to this school several pupils from Danville, thus adding 
interest and life to an otherwise very small school. One in- 
stance of unusual correctness in spelling was noticed. The 
whole were well controlled and instructed. 


_ These eight schools, taken as a whole, are in advance of 
some past years. More than the ordinary harmony between 
teachers and parents has been preserved, while the relations 
of teacher and pupils have been mainly kind, pleasant and 
profitable. Some instances of rare skill in managing offen- 
ders have occurred. The law of love, regulated by reason 
and justice, has reigned with beneficent results. Our citizens 
have manifested an increasing interest in the education of the 
young. Care has been taken in selecting teachers. And 
three private schools indicate a willingness to do the right 
thing, even where it requires the opening of a private purse. 
And some have sought higher advantages in the academy and 
college. Such indications are hopeful. | 

Our best district schools have cost something. Higher 
wages than usual have in some instances been paid, but the 
results have demonstrated the wisdom of the outlay. Money 
invested in the judicious training and instruction of the 
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young will yield a higher interest than deposits in 
banks or the purchase of stocks or real estate. It i 
like investments in productive oil wells. It affords : 
turns and much real light to the community, a light that 
not soon be extinguished. a
